The Radio License Fee Farce | 


The Liberal party’s advisory © council, 
meeting in Ottawa last week, urged the gov- 
ernment to abolish the $2.50 radio license 
fee. It’s a good thing if the government will 
do it and it’s about time. 

Proponents of the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation as an independent branch of 
zovernment services argue that the only way 
to keep it independent is to have a separate 
radio license fee which shall be paid by the 
radio owners, and not have the costs of the 
SBC’ paid from the general funds of the 
government. 

We have argued that a tax is a tax and 
regardless of what tax supports the CBC it 
is still dependent on the government for its 
revenues to exist. It will be just as easy for 
the Canadian people to pay for the CBC 
through income taxes as through a special 
radio tax, and have the terrific costs of keep- 
ing hundreds of men employed in going 
around collecting this tax. 

The principle of the radio tax. is totally 
foreign to our modern Canadian ideas: and 
ideals. A small army of “investigators” is 
kept busy each year patrolling the streets 
and highways and byways of our country 
checking up on every citizen for: his radio 
license fee. It isn’t sufficient to buy a license 
—the radio owner is supposed to keep it 
ready for inspection at all times, and having 
a license doesn’t in any way save one from 
the snoopings of the Department of Trans- 
port investigators. ‘ 

A nation with over $300,000,000 surplus 
shouldn't have to stoop to a $2.50 nuisance 
radio license fee. There is no reason why 
htindreds of able-bodied men should be kept 
from doing useful work while Canadians, 
rich and poor alike are taxed the same fee
